Experimental Listening Cen- 
ter Is Established, with 
Caney Junior College as 
Headquarters 

An experimental portable radio 
listening center, the first of its 
kind in this country, has been es- 
tablished by the University In the 
"mountain" area of the state. It 
has been announced by the publici- 
ty office. This unique center will 
be under the Immediate supervis- 
ion of the officials of Caney Col- 
lege at Pippapass, and will be tak- 
en to the more isolated mountain 
cabins to be left for several days 
at a time. 

The new type center will serve 
the mountain homes whose inhab- 
itants by reason of infirmity, ill- 
ness, or bad climatic conditions are 
unable to reach the regularly es- 
tablished centers. 

The equipment being sent to 
Pippapass consists of a small box 
about a foot and one-half square 
which contains the set, built In 
aerial, tubes, loud speaker and min- 
iature batteries. The entire out- 
fit can be carried by one man as 
easily as he could transport a sult- 



If the experiment in Knott 
county proves worthwhile, addi- 
tional portable listening centers will 
be provided for other parts of east- 
ern Kentucky.

A display of aribrush paintings 
by Minna McLeon Beck, former 
head of the University Art depart- 
ment, will be exhibited on the 
ground floor of the University li- 
brary for the next two weeks. Miss 
Beck is now a teacher of art at 
Pratt Institute, Brooklyn, N. Y. 

The exhibit consists of wall hang- 
ings which have been done with an 
airbrush. The work is on such 
fabrics as cotton, linen, silk, and 
monk's cloth. 

Miss Beck Is one of the first to 
make use of airbrush technique for 
decorative work. The process Is 
accomplished by Joint use of a com- 
pressed air tank and an airbrush, 
masks being used to cover the por- 
tions of cloth which are not to be 
colored

MAIL THE VI I ERANS OF FUTURE WARS 

1'hc MM Kiion of Prinrcton umlngud 
u.itcs in the formation of an organization known 
.is the "Vcin.ins of Future Wars" is significant 
in iwo respects. It demonstrates that Amcriran 
vouth has not lost its idealism and also thai it 
will not allow its elders to lictray it. 

The movement is an example of the feeling of 
i he younger generation in America towards w.u 
today— they distinctly ahhor it and will refuse 
to be drawn into any conflict through the mcdi 
urn of entangling foreign alliances or camou 
Haged patriotism. 

It is also indicative of the fact thai American 
vouth knows what is going on in our gowin 
ment today. The fact that a Congress, Mi|i|>e>s 
ctlly representing the majority of the American 
Imputation, accded to ihc wishes of a small 
minority in granting the payment of an enorm- 
ous sum of money from a treasury already 
drained because of enonomit expediency , is not 
treing regarded lightly by the thinking members 
of our younger citizenry. They realize that they 
will be compelled to pay for this folly through 
higher taxation in years to come and they will 
demonstrate their disapproval of the action at 
the next congressional and senatorial election. 

The fact that the movement of the male stu- 
dents at Princeton has been followed by an or- 
ganization at Vassar known as the "Association 
of Gold Star Mothers of Veterans of Future 
Wars" is evidence that a firmer assertion of the 
female right of suffrage is in the offing. The 
younger women citizenry has also awakened to 
protest against the manipulation of government 
finances by the smug agents of a well organized 
•.•roup of political brigands. 

The initial demands of the two organizations 
were singular: the "veterans" demanded imme- 
diate payment of a J 1.000 bonus due June 1. 
1965, to each member with interest dating back 
ward from that date in order that the members 
might enjoy it before they were killed in future 
wars; the "gold star mothers" arc petitioning for 
trips abroad in order that they may view the 
irraves of their future sons. These demands ap- 
pear ridiculous to the reader but they are scarce- 
ly less ridiculous than those demands made and 
obtained by a group of "stay-at-home" soldiers 
during the present Congress.

to change. We salute the Princeton movement

|x)litics.

Alaska was purchased from the Russians .it 
the close of our Civil War at some thing like- 
three rents an acre. The territory is one fifth 
the size of the United States, but many cities 
have a larger population than all Alaska. The 
federal government licgan a plan last fall where 
by 200 families were taken from the dust storm 
regions of the West and transported to Matan- 
uska, Alaska. Some of these families have dc- 
sertcd and have returned home. Others are 
sticking it out. and find the valley fertile anil 
promising for future production. 

The beginning has l>cen made. All the u-ui 
tory of Alaska is not suitable for agriculture, 
but there are valleys in which several thousand 
more persons could earn an abundant living. The 
Federal government should continue sponsoring 
such ideas. Unemployment would be relieved 
if enough men would take their families to 
Alaska. 

Agricultural pursuits are not the only ones 
available in Alaska. In drilling for wells, geol- 
ogists have reported that coal is found near the 
surface. Other minerals arc abundant. Gold 
was once found in large quantities, and a living 
is still to be had by working over the old mines 
In sponsoring this movement, the United States 
is developing her territory. 

We recently acquired additional territory. In 
the Pacific Ocean we again staked claim to three- 
small islands. Nothing grows on these islands, 
but they will be useful in trans-Pacific flights 
of planes such as "The China Clipper." This 
move is largely expansion to benefit commerce. 

The United States is also tremendously intet- 
cstcd in the Byrd expeditions to the South Pole. 
Our interest is not merely in determining what 
is there, but to know the extent of land, and to 
attach our claim firmly to the minerals and ores 
that are reputed to be found there. 

In the matter of our island possessions, we 
are fast becoming wise. It is well to allow them 
their own government as far as possible, and 
to even give them their own way in matters. It 
is more profitable to be just a friendly country, 
rather than a protector. 

We have held it our duty to interfere with 
wars in Latin America, claiming that the Panama 
Canal was jeopardized. Today we have re- 
nounced the right to intervene in case of war. 
We no longer guarantee Panama's indei>end- 
ence. and the countries surrounding the Canal 
Zone are very close friends of the United States. 

Our present [Kilicy is not only one of develop 
opment and expansion, but includes cultivating 
friends in the Western Hemisphere to the- ev 
tent that war will be unlikely in the Americas. 



NEWSPAPERS ARE BEST MEDIUM 

It is significant thai another national oigan- 
l/ation, at its annual meeting in Chicago, adopt- 
ed a resolution pledging its 20,000 members to 
use more newspaper advertising this year. This 
time it was the National Retailer Owned Gro- 
cers association and members will urge their 
customers to read newspapers in order that co- 
operative advertisements will be more widely 
read. 

Periodically, other forms of advertising are 
tried besides newspapers. Sometimes it is di- 
rect by mail, circulars, handbills or catalogues; 
recently, it has been radio. But, one by one, the 
advertiser returns to the newspapers. There he 
finds his most effective results. Newspapers have 
reader interest in both its news and advertising 
columns. They can be digested at leisure and 
comparisons can be madc.-Spencer, Iowa, Re- 
porter.

The Indian, who was about 
Mintv years old Bt the time of its 
burial, was thought to have lived 
about one hundred years ago 

Archeology authorities were 
unable to determine as to which 
tribe or people the Indian be- 
longed The same style burial 
and lack of artifacts show it to 
be of the same people as the one 
discovered last week. 

Tliie staff of the University 
Museum photographed the grave 
after which the bones were re- 
moved to the museum where 
they will be placed In a large 
glass case In the same position in 
which it was uncovered •
